The “petition” called for such 
rights as trial by jury, freedom 
of speech, freedom of the press, 
and the right to assemble.

It was the Bill of Rights, 
which was circulated in connec- 
tion with Bill of .Rights Day, be- 
ing observed by proclamation of 
i President Johnson.
